I am even told that some of 
them are led tu suppose that the re- 
sult of the recent election means that 
they may again be made slaves. 

"All of this has appeared to me to 
he so absurd, and I have been so (ure 
that the slightest intelligent reflection 
would di,-l(»l^fe siicli foolish fears 
that 1 can hardly deem any notice of 
them necessary, but there is not the 
slightest objection to calling the at- 
tention of all who are in the least 
uneasy or uncertain upon this subject 
to the fact that the title of the colored 
people to freedom and all the rights 
of citizenship can nut be disturbed, 
except by a change in the Constitu- 
tion, which it would be absolutely 
Impossible lo make. 

Besides the present condition or 
status of these people has been so 
fully aceepled by tlie eiiliic, country 
that no one should have the slightest 
idea that any attempt will I>e made 
to change it if there was any possibil- 
ity of accomplishing such a thing. So 
far as the new administration is re- 
lated to this subject, the whole coun- 
ty can be sure that the lawful power 
and jurisdiction of the executive will 
be so exercised that the rights of all 
citizens, white or black, under the 
constitution and law, will be pre- 
served and protected, ami all the ad- 
vantages lo wliicli tliey are entitled 
by reason of llieir citizenship will be 
secured to them. There need be no 
fear that either the Demooratio party 
or its newly elected admiuistratiou 
proposes to oppress or enslave any 
part of our population nor to destroy 
the business interests of the country.

Tft« Orti/tn of Finger-ltingt, 
Mythology fiu-nishea tliis acconiit of 
tho origiu of the ring. Jupiter, from 
revenge, caused Strength, Force and 
Vulcan to chain his oousin-german Pro- 
methena to the ftoaty Oanoasns, where a 
vnltnre, all the livelong day, banqueted 
his fiU on the black viands o( hia hot 
livi r. Till' giiil hail sworn to keep Pro- 
untlu'U.-, tlui'i-, acooiilirig to Hcsoid, 
citoninlly ; Imt nther imtliors j,nvii only 
80,()()0 yoiir.s as tlm liiiiit. Hu who hn/1 
pniiiHlii'il dill, fi)!' ri'ii.'i'.iii.s, forgive ; but, 
as Jupiter had sworn to keep Prometlie- 
OS bound for the space of time men- 
tioned, he, in order not to violate his 
oath, commanded that PrometheiiB 
should always wear upon his finger aa 
uon ring, to or in -which shotild be 
fiistcncd ft small fragment of Caucasus, 
80 that it might bo truo, in a i;ertain 
souse, t'.mt I'ronietheus still continued 
to bo bound to that rock. Thus, ais we 
have said, c.ime the idea of the ili'si 
ring, and, we may add, tlio insortiun oi 
a stone. 

While some vriteza, mider this story, 

connect Prometheus with the first ring, 
riiiiy Ktill says tho iiivi ntor of it is not 
known, and observes tliiit it wiis used 
by the Babylunians, Chaldemi.s, Per- 
sians and GroekH, alUiough, as he tliinks, 
llio latter were unacquainted with it at 
the time of the Trojan war, as Homer 
doea not mention it 

In the soriptorea the signet ring is 
frequently named, and Quintns Onrtins 
telle ns that Alsxiutder wore one. After 
his fatal debanoh, and finding himself 
[)ast recovery, and his voice beginning 
to full, he gave liis ring to his General, 
Peidiccius, with orders to convey his 
corpse tho Temple of Ai'.imon. Being 
asked to whom ha would leave his em- 
pire, he answered, "To fha moat 
worthy." 

Xhe fing was generally the emblem of 
ftdelityin dvO engagements ; and hence, 
no doubt, it« ancient use in muny fuuc- 
tiiiiis and distinctions. A ring denoted 
eternity among the Hindoos, Persians, 
and l'2f,'y|itiiin.s ; and Brahma, as thrf 
creator of tho world, bears a ring in his 
liand. The Egyptian prieata in Uie 
lemide of ihe creative Fhtha (Vnloan of 
tlie Qieeks) represented the year under 
the form a ring, made of a serpent hay- 
ing its tail in its mouth— a very oommob 
shape of ancient rings. 

PythiiKiii'iis forbado tho use of the fig- 
ures (if gods ii;i;in rings, lest, from see- 
ing thi'ir imagi 's too freqaently, it should 
breed a contempt for them. 

The custom of wearing lighter rings 
In tho BOfflmer and heavier in the win- 
tor are among the moat absurd instances 
of Bomau effeminacy. No ornament 
was more generally worn among tho 
Itomans than rings. Tliey laid them 
ssiJe at night, as well as when they 
linllied or were in mouiniug, or were 
suppliants. However, in times of sor- 
row, they rather changed than entirely 
put them aside; they then used iron 
ones, taking off the gold rings. It was 
a proof of the greatest poverty when 
inyone was obliged to pledge his ring 
to live, Bings were jiven liy tliiise who 
Igreed to club for an entertainment, 
lliey were usually pulled o!T from the 
Bngcrs of dying persons ; but they seem 
to have been sometimes ])ut on again 
before the dead body was buried. 

Bings appear to have been worn in- 
liscriminately on the fingers of eaeh 
' annd. It wonld seem, however, from 
furemiah, that the Hebrews wore them 
>u the right hand ; wc there read that 
alien the Lord threatened King Zede- 
(iah with the utmost etTects of his 
Ul^;er, he told him : "Though Coniah 
•\io son of Jelioiakim, King of Judah, 
vrro the signet on my right hand, yet 
. a'onld I pluck thee thence." 

Among the Bomana, before rings came 
■i< be adorned with stones, and while the 
{laving was yet on tlio metal itself, 
•veiyon.^ wore them at iileasure on what 
jand and linger ho pleased. When 
itoiies Clime to be added, tliey had them 
iltiv'i'tlier on the left hand ;' and it 
«imld liiive liei n held an excoHS ol fop- 
jr-!-v to have put them on the riflht 

Pliny says they were at fliat worn on 
the fourth finger, then on tho second or 
index, then on the litUo finger, and, at 
la.st, on all the fingers excepting tb" 
middle one. 

According to Aulu.s Qellina, both tne 
Greeks and Komana wore them on tlie 
fonrth finger on the left hand ; and the 
reason he gives for it is this, that having 
found, from anatomy, that tiiis finger 
• had a little nerve that went atrairht to 
the heart, they esteemed it the moat 
honorable by this cAmmnnioatioo with 
tliat noble part. 

.\t liist till! Unmans only used a single 
ring; then onu on each finger, imd, at 
length, as wo gather from Martial, sev- 
eral on each. Afterwiml, according to 
AriRtophanes, one on each joint. Then:

Uelibgabalus carried the point "t nsiuf
